KOVACS participated in the illegal work. The HORTHY court c e ire lu t e d him to 
15 years prison.^According to my knowledge^ he was in prison for 7-10 years. 

This fact was not publicized so much as others because KOVACS was no Moscovitt. 
He stayed in Hungary until the end of the war and was pushed beck in the 
publicity campaign. He was arrested as an upholsterers helper, working at 
that time in this trade. 

After 1945 he came to the fora and once he was first secretary of Great Budapest 
and member of the political Committee but was bypassed for some unknown reason 
and sent to Great Miskolc as first secretary. In connection with this it has 
to be noted that Miskolc is a very important factor in the economic life of 
the country being the center of the concentrated heavy industry. From here 
he was brought up to Budapest again. 

From day KOVACS has more and more important position. At present with
